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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response filed on 19 September 2005 has been fully considered. Claims 1-8 
have been previously allowed; claims 14, 15 and 17 are allowed due to the amendments made to 
the claims and newly presented claims 18-23 are currently allowed. 

Examiner's Statement Of Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to claims 1-8, claims 1-8 have been allowed in the previous Office action, 
mailed 15 March 2005, paper number 032005. 

In regards to claims 14, 15 and 17, claims 14, 15, and 17 are allowed. Previously 
objected claims 14, 15 and 17 have been amended to depend only from the allowed independent 
claims 1 and 3. 

In regards to claims 18-23, the prior art fails to disclose or reasonably suggest an optical 
module with a high transmission frequency line and an optical element mounted on a carrier, 
where the fist high frequency transmission line is made up of a coplanar strip waveguide 
configured by a first signal line and a first ground wiring conductor extended along one side of 
the first signal line, a dielectric substrate on which a second high frequency transmission line 
supplying a high frequency electric signal to the first high frequency transmission line of the 
carrier is formed, the second high frequency transition line is made up of a coplanar strip 
waveguide configured by a second signal line, a second ground wiring conductor extended along 
at one side of the second signal line, and a third ground wiring conductor extended along at 
another side of the second signal line, where an electrical connection between the first signal line 
and the second signal line and another electrical connection between the first ground wiring 
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conductor and the second ground wiring conductor are made by use of conductor wires at an 
output side of the second high frequency transmission line and the second high frequency 
transmission line has a transmission mode conversion structure at the output side which is 
configured by increasing a distance between the second signal line and the third ground wire 
conductor toward an end of the second signal line at the output side. 

The closest prior art of record is the prior art applied in the rejection in the previous 
Office action, mailed 15 March 2005, paper number 032005 to U.S. Patent 6,823,145 to Shirai et 
al. However, Shirai et al fails to disclose the high frequency transmission lines to be coplanar 
waveguides and for the multiple transmission lines to be arranged and configured in the manner 
as claimed by Applicant.
